Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 

States. 

Claims 1 . 2, 4. 7, 9, and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Leismer et al. (6247536). 

Leismer et al. disclose, in figure 21, control system 248 transmitting the pressure, 
via flow rate (oscillation), of downhole working fluid 246 to the hydraulic fluid 250 (col. 
27, lines 22-67); pressure relief valves 198, 200, 202, 204 each opening at higher 
pressures (col. 26, lines 60-64); valves provide flow to actuators 252, 254. 256, 258; a 
dividing piston 14 (Fig. 1); a throttle valve 18; and the hydraulic fluid and working fluid 
are at the same pressure (before actuation). 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 12 is allowed. 

Claim 3. 5, 6, 8. and 1 1 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Response to Arguments 
Applicanfs arguments filed 13 June 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant argues that Leismer et al. does not disclose the step of 
transmitting the pressure of downhole working fluid to the hydraulic fluid of the control 
system. This is not concurred with. The examiner contends Leismer et al. discloses the 
interaction of pressure between the first and second fluids (col. 18, lines 43-60), 
Specifically, this interaction is stated in column 18, lines 52-55: "A pressure increase on 
the first fluid supply line 36" (which supplies pressure to piston 14) "allows a diversion of 
pressure ... through the second fluid supply line 38 to ... ports 26-32" to the respective 
valves 198, 200, 202, 204. Further, applicant argues that Leismer et al. do not disclose 
a dividing piston arranged to be influenced by pressure of downhole working fluid and 
transmit pressure through the hydraulic fluid to the pressure relief valves as recited in 
claim 7. The examiner asserts piston 14 is a dividing piston influenced by downhole 
working fluid pressure and transmits pressure through the control system hydraulic fluid 
(col. 27, lines 22-67).
